Carter urges steel firms to roll back price hikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - P res­ 
ident-elect Jimmy Carter says he 
has “ sent word” to the nation's steel 
producers, urging them to reverse 
recent price hikes to avoid giving the 
oil-exporting countries an excuse to 
raise petroleum prices. 
But Carter says the steelmakers 
w ere n o n c o m m itta l in th e ir 
responses 
Carter said Monday that senators 
and House members were conveying 
his message to the companies that 
higher steel prices will have a severe 
impact on inflation around the world. 
In an interview with CBS an­ 
chorman Walter Cronkite, Carter 
said that if steel “prices are going 


up, I think it would be a good excuse 
for Iran and other nations to say, 
‘Well, if you increase steel prices in 
the middle of our oil meetings, then 
it’s legitimate for us to raise our oil 
p ric e s"’ 
Iran and other members of the 
O rganization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries, the oil cartel, are 
meeting in December to discuss an 
increase in oil prices. OPEC has 
defended previous price hikes by 
pointing to higher costs of manufac­ 
tured goods made in oil-importing 
countries. 
In the wake of the decision Monday 
by U.S. Steel, the nation s largest 
steel producer, Bethlehem Steel and 


Republic Steel to make the price 
hike virtually industry-wide, U.S. 
economists w ere predicting the 
higher cost of steel is likely to push 
up prices for a wide variety of con­ 
sumer goods in the months ahead. 
Carter said during his campaign 
that he would ask for stand-by 
authority to impose wage and price 
controls, although he said he didn’t 
think they would be used However, 
some economists have said that even 
the possibility of price controls may 
be causing worried businessmen to 
push through price increases they 
might otherwise wait on. 
Meanwhile, 
Jerry Jasinowski. 
head of the economic policy group in 


Carter’s transition staff, declined to 
speculate whether the steel com­ 
panies are seeking to take advantage 
of the transition period between the 
outgoing Ford administration and 
the incoming Carter administration 
in pushing through their price hikes. 
“ At this point we are still trying to 
assess the facts,’’ Jasinowski said 
“ We should know more in a couple of 
days ’’ He said he was preparing a 
report for Carter on the price move 
The increases, which are gen­ 
erally 6 per cent on flat-rolled steel, 
the kind used in autos and ap­ 
pliances. are effective Wednesday. 
The adm inistration lacks au­ 
thority to roll back price increases. 


and the investigation is intended 
simply to force the companies to 
justify their action 
The steel 
producers that have announced price 
hikes will be asked to submit infor­ 
mation to the council on prices, 
costs, demand and profits, a council 
spokesman said 
One council staff member said the 
decision to investigate the price 
hikes resulted partly from concern 
over the timing of the increase, 
which was started by National Steel 
Corp last Wednesday 
“ We couldn't look the other way on 
this one; it just didn't make sense" 
he said Monday. 
Officials said the reason the price 


increases don't make sense to the 
council is that the hikes come in the 
face of generally slack demand 
Steelmakers had retreated from an 
earlier announced price increase in 
August because the market wouldn’t 
support the higher prices. 
A steel industry magazine. Iron 
Age. reported Monday that demand 
for steel had increased for January 
shipments, after declining six con­ 
secutive months The article, written 
before the new price increases were 
announced, said that although the de­ 
mand probably wouldn't support 
price increases, the steel companies 
might try to push them through 
anyway.

Bare local call toll charge plan 


SEATTLE (AP) — The American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co is for­ 
mulating plans to apply a system of 
toll charges to all local phone calls 
nationwide by 1980, a published 
report said today. 
In a copyright article, the Seattle 
Pont-lntelligencer said the phone 
com pany “ has quietly m oved 
through the initial stages 
of the 
plan to eliminate unlimited local 
calls allowed under the flat-rate 
system in many areas. 
The new spaper reported that 
“secret 
AT&T documents said the 
flat-rate system would be replaced 
with a unit-pricing method that 
would mean a charge for each call, 
taking into account the length of the 
call and distance between stations 
The newspaper did not say how it 
obtained the reported 100 pages of 
documents addressed to AT&T sub­ 
sidiaries. which it said describe the 
plan as “ Usage Sensitive Pricing 
(USP) 
Vise documents claim the new 
sy stem is needed to in c re a se 
revenues, since the flat-rate system 


causes increasing costs but does not 
generate increased revenue, the 
newspaper said 
An AT&T spokesman in New York 
said today that it was “ no secret “ 
that AT&T has “ publicly discussed 
the need to move towards coat- 
related pricing for its services ...” 
In support of this publicly enun 
elated posiUon. plans have been put 
together which explore the various 
possibilities with the aim of creating 
a fair pricing s t r u c t u r e s a i d 
Lawrence Garfinkel, director of the 
firm 's rales and tariffs planning 
department 
Garfinkel said it would be up to 
local telephone companies and state 
commissions to “determine the ap­ 
propriateness of the plans and the 


pace at which they will be introduced 
in their state 
“Our objective is still to keep ser­ 
vice available to all at the lowest 
possible cost and in the inflationary 
climate we face this is one alter­ 
native to achieve this goal.” 
The Post-Intelligencer said the 
plan would require that records be 
kept on every call made b> AT&T 
customers, but the newspaper said a 
telephone company source told it 
that a major problem nught be 
privacy 
The documents state that the idea 
was formulated in 1970 by an AT&T 
task force, according to the new­ 
spaper. and “ the result should be

A Montclair man accused of slay­ 
ing his wife early today shot himself 
to death shortly before noon after 
refusing to surrender to Montclair 
and Pomona police who surrounded 
his Montclair home for nearly four

Police found the body of Eugene 
Rodgers, about 50 in a chair in the 
master bedroom with a rifle cradled 
in his lap The home is at 9834 Surrey 
Ave. Paramedics said Mr Rodgers 
apparently Shot himself with a 22 
caliber, semi-automatic rifle This 
was the same rifle believed used in 
tiie slaying of his wife. Johnny, about 
40. at her d aughter’s home in 
Pomona, shortly before 7 a m 
M ontclair Police C aptain Ed 
Duran and Don Whip said they were 
talking on the telephone with Mr 
Rodgers just before he shot himself 
Duran said that Rodgers told them 
he was going to give himself up and 
come outside in about 10 minutes 
However, Duran said Rodgers sud 
denly changed his mind and said he 
was going to kill himself. 
D u r a n s a i d R o d g e r s told 
them. “ When you hear the shot, you 
will know I'm gone ’ Montclair of­ 
ficer Terry Bellam, stationed across 
the street and armed with a shotgun, 
mild he heard a pop and was told to 
enter the house first because he was 
wearing a bullet-proof vest Bellam 
opened the door and entered the 
home to find the body tn the 
bedroom 
Paramedics rushed into the home 
but couldn't revive the suspect 
Earlier the suspect rejected the at­ 
tempts of his father. J D Rodgers, 
and Whip to persuade him to sur­ 
render Both the senior Rodgers and 
Whip entered the house and talked 
unsuccessfully to Rodgers They said 
they found turn sitting on a sofa with 
the rifle to his chin

*— The Marine Corps has backed off 
from its initial denial of Ku Klux 
Klan activity at Camp Pendleton and 
now says Marines belonging to the 
KKK probably will be sent else­ 
where. 
Lt Col. Dan Brown said Monday 
that a search of a barracks where 
black and white Marines battled on 
Nov 13 produced a pistol, clubs and a 
list naming 16 Marines as Ku Klux 
Klansmen, 
He said the items were not found in 
a room raided by blacks with clubs 
and screwdrivers who sent six 
whites to the hospital The corps also 
said a 14th black Marine was being 
questioned in the case. 
“ Because the KKK organization 
may be detrimental to human rela­ 
tions plans are being m ade to 
transfer some men to other Marine 
Corps stations 
No names will be 
given in order to protect their priva­ 
cy.” said Lt Charles Owen, another 
base spokesman 
He said none of the Injured men 
were on the list of names found in a 
“ wall-to-wall” search of the 
barracks where the raid occurred 
But Owen said an investigation 
showed no illegal KKK activity on 
the base Its meetings were held in 
nearby Oceanside, he said, and 
“ membership in the KKK is not

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The best 
way to handle Alaskan oil for the 
first months it's available is to ex­ 
change it with Japan, says the prin­ 
cipal author of a new federal study. 
In return, Japan would send the 
United States oil it buys from the 
Arabs 
Hundreds of thousands of barrels 
of oil from Alaska's North Slope are 
due to start arriving at an Alaskan 
coastal port in mid-1977. 
If a West Coast terminal is built to 
receive the oil for shipment east, it 
couldn’t be ready for even limited 
use until sometime in 1978, long after 
the oil starts flowing. 
Nor could a trans-Canadia pipeline 
or tankers that could carry the oil 
through the Panama Canal be ready 
in time, the study says. 
The long-overdue report on alter­ 
natives to a West Coast tanker ter­ 
minal is expected to be released 
publicly in draft form this week by 
the Federal Energy Administration 
in Washington, D.C. 


Bob Shinn, now a aide to the 
California Energy Commission s 
chairman, was chief author of the 
original draft. 
In an interview Monday, he said 
the 800-page report had no major 
changes from the draft he submitted. 
He said it originally was to have been 
released in September. 
“ Several alternatives are viable, 
not the least of which is exchanging 
oil with Japan,'* Shinn said 
Exchanging U.S. oil with Japan or 
any other nation requires authoriza­ 
tion from the President. 
Standard Oil of Ohio (SOHIOL 
which wants to build a terminal at 
Long Beach, would prefer an ex­ 
change of its Alaskan oil “ value for 
value’’ with Arab oil that Japan 
buys. 


Oil from SOHIO’s North Slope 
holdings is scheduled to start arriv­ 
ing at the Alaskan port of Valdez in 
mid-1977. and amount to 1.2 million 
barrels a day by mid-1978 


NASA waits for messages from other worlds 


DALLAS (A P) — The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration is planning to wait for mes­ 
sages from other worlds to find us rather than 
sending out signals to locate extra-terrestrial life, 
an engineer for the Je t Propulsion Laboratory says. 


Bob Edelson of Pasadena, Calif., is one of several 
engineers and deep space scientists who w ill begin 
listening for possible communications from other 
worlds in the fall of 1978 


Speaking at the National Telecommunications 
Conference in Dallas Monday, Edelson said today’s 
technology is capable of sending messages into 
deep space but a reply, should one be sent, could 
take 24,000 years Therefore, the decision by the 
NASA is to keep quiet and listen. 


“ You have to be a bit presumptuous in this field,” 
Edelson admitted.“ But we have to assume that any 
signals we pick up were sent for detection.” 
He said that “ it is likely that communication 
between different species exists today.” He added 
that “ lifesights,” or stars suspected of harboring 
the elements necessary* to sustain life, have existed 
for some 5 billion years before our sun was born 
The space probes w ill be conducted by Ames 
Research Center in Mountainview. Calif., and the 
Je t Propulsion Laboratory in Pasadena. Calif. 
Edelson said the search w ill not include Earth's 
solar system, which scientists have concluded is al­ 
most surely void of life as we know it. 


As for life in deep space, the engineer quipped. 
“ About all you can say for sure is you won t find a 


race of dolphins out there. They have to be able to 
at least build the right kinds of tools (to transmit 
earthbound messages)." 


The probes w ill last five years. If no messages 
have been received by then, Edelson said the 
program w ill be reassessed He added that past 
probes have yielded nothing 


Asked why he believes the search should con­ 
tinue, Edelson said“ Because it’s inconceivable to 
me that of the 7 trillion or more stars in the galaxy, 
that we re the only ones here.”

Common Market wants talks with Carter 


Can't work out

THE HAGUE. The Netherlands 
(AP) — The leaders of the European 
Common Market nations decided to­ 
day to seek contact with President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter as soon as pos­ 
sible to deai with pressing economic 
problems 
Spokesmen said no precise for­ 
mula for arranging the talks had yet 
been agreed upon by the nine prime 
ministers and presidents holding a 
closed door summit here. Nor was it 
clear whether they wanted the talks 
before Carter’s inauguration on Jan 
20 
The European leaders feel they 
cannot work out ways to deal with 
their own wobbly economies until 
they know Carter’s economic plans 
and until the oil-exporting countries 
decide how much they are going to 
raise the price of crude oil. 
Because of this, the nine Common 
Market countries generally agree 


that the so-called North-South con­ 
ference between the industrial and 
developing countries, scheduled to 
open Dec 15 in Paris, should be post­ 
poned. Foreign Minister Garrett 
Fitzgerald of Ireland told reporters 
Monday after the first day of a two- 
dav meeting of Common Market 
presidents and prime ministers 


The participants in the Paris talks 
are the United States, seven other in- 
dustrialized countries and 19 
developing nations. The Third World 
nations hope to obtain help with their 
foreign debt burden and guaranteed 
prices for their raw materials as the 
first step toward a new world 
economic system But there has been 
no progress in a year of technical- 
level negotiations

How Jody Powell to handle press 


AMERICUS, Ga 
(AP) - Jody 
Powell, tho press secretary for 
President-elect Jimmy Carter, says 
he pla^s to let White House reporters 
know when he thinks their stories are 
wrong or unfair 
He says if criticism intimidates 
the reporters, "they're in the wrong 
business ’’ 
Powell, who has never been in the 
news business, also says he 11 use his 
position as a Carter insider to pre­ 
vent staff competition from getting 
out ofjiand and to assure that Carter 
receives more than one point of view 
on controversial issues 
Powell said in an interview that he 
does not intend to let the White 
House press corps run over him. but 
he claims he is confident he will be 
able to steer dear of the acrimony 
and bitterness that poisoned press 
relations over portions of the last 
three administrations 
Asked if he is thin-skinned. Powell 
replied: “ I don’t think so In terms of 
things that relate to me personally I 


really don’t give much of a damn 
I'm fairly argumentative and com­ 
bative mostly because I'm not thin- 
skinned and don't take things per­ 
sonally. 
"Personally. I enjoy a good give- 
and-take over differences of opinion 
1 just don t come away from it with 
any personal feeling whatsoever It's 
a worthwhile sort of exchange as far 
as I am concerned It clears the air 
It gets everybody's point of view out 
in the open ” 
Powell said that if he responded to 
every story that struck him as unfair 
or incorrect. "I wouldn’t have time 
to do anything else " 
Asked if he sees his role as protec- 
tive of C a rte r's in terests, he 
described the president-elect as well 
able to del end himself. 
But Powell says he used to keep a 
role of dimes strapped to the steer­ 
ing column of his car when Carter 
was governor so he always had 
telephone change ready to call m and 
respond to criticism against his man 


that might be aired on a popular 
Atlanta radio talk show 
"I think that if there is something 
written or said that is wrong or that 
in my opinion is an unfair interpreta­ 
tion of what went on. I think I have a 
responsibility to point it out,” Powell 
said 
"And I frankly feel that the people 
who are charged with covering a 
candidate or a politician have a 
responsibility to listen and not to leel 
personally affronted by the fact that 
I might disagree with what they 
wrote. I think if a reporter is going to 
be intimidated by the fact that I com­ 
plain about a story — just the simple 
fact that 1 complain about it and I 
disagree with it — then they're in the 
wrong business " 
Powell said he will retain his role 
as a close personal adviser to Carter 
as well as being press secretary. He 
said this should give him the vantage 
point to spot more easilv "not a ma­ 
licious but just a normal run-of-the- 
mill oversimplification or mis­ 


Justice asked to delay execution 


WASHINGTON (AP) —- A court 
appointed attorney today asked 
Supreme Court Justice Lewis F. 
Powell Jr to delav the execution of a 
convicted Texas murderer who does 
not want his scheduled Dec 10 death 
postponed. 
Attorney J E. Abernathy asked 
Powell to delay the execution of 
Robert Excell White until a formal 
appeal can be made There was no 
indication as to when Powell, who 
handles matters from the Fifth U.S. 
Circuit Court for the high court, will 
decide on Abernathy’s request 


In a Nov 23 letter to the Supreme 
Court clerk. White said "Mr Aber­ 
nathy is acting against my express 
instructions and desire I explicitly 
told him that 1 did not wish any 
federal appeal of any sort what­ 
soever ” 


White’s appeal bears a striking 
similarity to the case of convicted 
Utah murderer Gary Mark Gilinore 
Both men have asked the courts not 
to interfere with their scheduled 
executions. 


No one has been executed in the 


United States since 1967 


White, sentenced to die in the 
electric chair for the murders of 
three persons during a 1974 grocery 
story robbery in Collin County. Tex , 
said in his letter: "I have been con­ 
fined in a death row cell for over two 
years. I have had plenty of time to 
consider in> particular situation 


"I am mentally prepared to accept 
the judgment of sentence imposed 
upon me ... Any delay now will only 
inflict needless mental hardship on 
me.”

An estimated 40.000 persons lost 
their homes in the quake last 
Wednesday, and four tent cities are 
being set up to give some of them 
shelter 
Others are housed tem­ 
porarily in schools and public 
buildings 
With the temperature below freez­ 
ing and heavy snows left by a bliz­ 
zard Sunday, Tayar Hindistan of the 
Turkish Red Crescent reported Mon­ 
day that many villagers would not 
leave because of their farm animals 
Before the quake and the blizzard 
took their tolls, farmers ID the area 
had an estimated one million head of 
cattle and sheep, government of­ 
ficials said. They said the govern­ 
ment was considering buying the cat­ 
tle from tin; homeless so the owners 
would go to refugee centers 


Forty U S Air Force cargo planes 
have flown in 600 tons of relief sup­ 
plies, Commeroe Secretary Elliot 
Richardson reported during a visit to 
Ankara Monday A World Health Or­ 
ganization representative, Cancetto

The Common Market conference 
was told Monday that Western 
E urope s econom y has been 
stagnating for several months and 
that the situation will probably get 
worse when the price of oil goes up 
A 10 per cent increase would cost the 
Common Market $4 9 billion next 
year.

High court rules 
against policeman 
who shot three 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court today ruled against 
an Ohio policeman who was ordered 
bv a jury to pay more than $800.000 to 
the families of two men he shot and 
killed and to a third man who was 
paralyzed by the officer s bullet. 
In an unsigned opinion, the justices 
said thcv had changed their minds 
and had decided not to hear 
Columbus police officer Raymond 
Belcher’s appeal of a lower court 
decision. 
Belcher had challenged the deci­ 
sion by the U S Circuit Court in Cin­ 
cinnati which upheld the jury verdict 
in trial court. 
The case stem m ed from a 
barroom brawl in Jimmy's Cafe in 
Columbus in 1971. 
Belcher was at the cafe while off 
duty and out of uniform when a scuf­ 
fle broke out He intervened and shot 
and killed Robert Ruff and Michael 
Noe He also shot Casey Stengel who 
was permanently paralyzed as a 
result of the wound. 
Stengel and the survivors of the 
dead men filed suit against Belcher 


under a federal civil rights law 
which provides damages for persons 
whose civil rights are violated by 
state officials 


The jury decided that Belcher 
must must pay $831.000 in damages 
Belcher appealed on grounds he 
was not acting as an official at the 
time he shot the three men. 


The justices earlier had agreed to 
hear the case But they said, "We 
have concluded that the w rit 
(scheduling the case for a hearing) 
should be dismissed as lmprovident- 
ly granted," 
The justices said they have deter­ 
mined from a review of the record 
that there was substantial evidence 
Belcher was acting in an official 
capacity. 
Among other things. Belcher was 
granted official leave because of his 
injuries in the incident, ami a local 
board of inquiry concluded that his 
"actions were in the line of duty " 
The court said these facts were not 
available to them at the time they 
agreed to hear the case 


Found safe; 2 nabbed 
Chained-up kidnaping 
victim nearly freezes

chained in an unheated house in near­ 
zero weather for up to 24 hours was 
freed apparently unharmed after her 
father paid a "substantial” ransom, 
the FBI said 
Two men from a motorcycle shop 
were arrested soon after the rescue

Police and FBI agents rushed to an 
abandoned house at an old limestone 
quarry shortly after a ransom was 
delivered by the woman's father 
They found Elizabeth Ann Ferringer, 
23, in the basement 
She had been chained in an upright 
p o s itio n , a g e n ts s a id 
The 
temperature inside the house was 
near zero. 
"She probably would have frozen 
to death if she hadn't been found." 
said Neil J Welch, special agent in 
charge of the Philadelphia FBI of­ 
fice. 
Shortly after Mrs Ferringer was 
released. FBI agents took two 
Centre County brothers into custody 


Welsh identified them as Gary R. 
Young. 33, a motorcycle shop owner 
from Pennsylvania Furnace, and 
George K Young. 23. an employe in 
the shop, from Pine Grove Mills 


The FBI said they would be 
arraigned today before a U S. 
magistrate on charges stemming 
from the abduction. Agents said 
specific charges would be deter­ 
mined by US Atty. John Cot tone 
Mrs Ferringer and her husband 
had been visiting her parents over 
the holiday weekend when she was 
abducted from their home by two 
gunmen Sunday night, Welch said 
The abduc tors tied up the mother 
and left her in a bedroom Tben they 
bound and gagged Mrs Ferringer 
before leading her away. No other 
family members were at home at the 
time, the FBI said. 


Welch said the kidnapers de­ 
manded the ransom from Mrs.

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S.B.County consumer affairs 
office retained by supervisors

Residents of San Bernardino 
County will continue to have a place 
to take their consumer complaints 
thanks to action by the Board of 
Supervisors Monday 
The board voted unanimously to 
retain its consumer affairs office 
despite some concern voiced that 
county efforts are duplicating those 
of the state and federal government. 


Board members had only funded 
the program for six months after 
budget hearings last summer when 
questions were raised over possible 
duplication. 
Some supervisors also felt there 
was “ overlap" between tibe con­ 
sumer affairs office and the District 
Attorney’s consumer fraud unit. 


But after a plea to retain the 
program Monday by Supervisor 
Nancy Smith, board members 
decided to spend $19,670 to continue 
it until June 30, end of the current 
fiscal year. 
They had various alternatives 
presented them by county officials: 
either upgrade the program, retain 
the present level of service or reduce 
it to only a referral service. 
Mrs. Smith, arguing for retention, 
pointed out that since 1971 when the 
program was started, nearly $700,000 
has been returned to consumers in 
various fraud cases 
The program came about as a 
result of numerous complaints from 
younger persons, the elderly and 
minority people who had been vic­ 
tims of fraud, noted Mrs Smith. 
“ There was one case in which an old 


woman withdrew her entire savings 
account to pay for a roofing contract 
that was as phony as a $3 bill " 
Supervisors’ Chairman Dennis 
Hansberger, who had voiced concern 
earlier over duplication with federal 
and state consumer programs, was 
absent from Monday's meeting 
Robert Townsend, Chino super­ 
visor, noted there are numerous con­ 
sumer cases that have not been 
prosecuted 
Officials pointed out, 
however, that the District Attorney's 
unit is charged with prosecuting the 
cases, not the consumer affairs of­ 
fice 
In answering the question of 
duplication by the state and federal 
governments. David Hitchcock, ad­ 
ministrator of the county's General 
Services Agency (which controls 
consumer affairs > said the county of­ 


fice is the only one dealing directly 
with individual consumers on ail 
kinds of consumer problems 
Federal and state offices only 
become involved with specific viola­ 
tions of law in major cases, noted 
Hitchcock They only move against 
big companies after getting 
numerous complaints, and do not 
deal with individual consumers, he 
said. 
In a related matter, Mrs Smith 
suggested that county officials seek 
state legislation to permit the couiMy 
to collect fees for certifying weights 
and measures at various businesses 
including groceries The state now 
collects those fees, with no funds be­ 
ing returned to the county. 
Money from the fees could be used 
to upgrade the consumer affairs 
program, said Mrs Smith.

and Hawaii 
Lloyd Rocharnbeau. administrator 
of Claremont Manor, explained that 
the church conference increased its 
financial commitment from what 
had been $350.000 per year over the 
next four years to $700,000 a year 
over the next four years with a total 


commitment of $5 million over the 
next 10 years. 
Rochambeau said the Manor will 
now begin 
the process of 
renegotiating contracts with its resi­ 
dents to discover who will need what 
aid and how the Manor will face its 
ever-increasing costs 
Assistance 
received from the church goes 
beyond that which residents may 
already receive from Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) or Medi Cal.

Brown's two 
year record 


The convening of the new legislature next week 
will mark the halfway point in Gov Jerry Brown’s 
four year term. Perhaps because of the natural 
charisma of youth, and his penchant for an un­ 
orthodoxy which at times borders on the absurd. 
Brown has enjoyed an unusually bng "honeymoon” 
as governor. 
In the spirit of giving the new governor a chance 
to get organized he has been allowed to parry hard 
questions with questions, shift responsibility to the 
legislature or to subordinates, or to otherwise fault 
the Republican administration in Washington or the 
previous state administration. 
But the days of reckoning have arrived The nim­ 
ble footed shadow boxing will no longer serve. Hav­ 
ing been in power for two years he is now to be held 
accountable for the condition of the state. His 
record has now become indelible. 
Ironically, Brown might have prolonged his for­ 
tuitous image of “popular young governor” were it 
not for his strong personal ambitions. Succumbing 
to those he kicked over the traces Discarding his 
pose as a “non-politician too busy with guber­ 
natorial duties” to participate in the mundane af­ 
fairs of partisan politics, he leaped into the hustings 
in an effort to capture the Democratic presidential 
nomination In the doing he focused attention on his 
conduct as governor. 
And, although interest in Brown as a presidential 
contender has now passed, the spotlight on him as 
governor has grown more intense Insuring that this 
attention will henceforth be more critical is the fact 
that his highly touted “popularity” has been 
dam aged m ore than som ew hat, p erhaps 
irretrievably, by his championing of the farm labor 
lYop 14 issue If the 5 to 3 defeat of that measure is 
an index of Brown’s personal strength he is already 
a has been 
As the white glare of light shines on the stark 
record his bon hommies and bon mots are revealed 
as coverups for failures and ignorance For that 
record is largely one of inaction Despite his seem­ 
ing dedication to work, as attributed to long hours 
of seclusion in his office, things just aren’t getting 
done 
The style that emerges is one of action being 
reaction. Not only did Brown pass the opportunity 
to spell out administration goals for legislative con­ 
sideration, he has failed to provide them for his 
departments. Instead be awaits a crisis and then 
plunges into total concentration to the complete 
obliteration of all other problems 
Aside from the passage of the farm labor legisla­ 
tion, Brown can claim no significant achievements 
during his first two years That was clearly ap­ 
parent when, during his presidential bid, he himself 
put forth as a major accomplishment the enact­ 
ment of a law limiting the amount of water to be 
used in flushing toilets. Even there be was fudging 
since all he did was sign legislation dreamed up by 
others 
So far he has won most of his public approval by 
his stance as a fiscal conservative Yet, in his two 
years the state budget has increased more than 25 
per cent and state taxes have been raised almost $1 
billion 
As for his ability as an executive, the fact that an 
average of 500 appointive positions have gone un­ 
filled is only one indication of ineptness More 
significant are the messes erupting in prepaid 
health programs, state mental hospitals, highway 
construction programs, and soon to be disclosed 
problems in the motor vehicle department. 
Regardless of the genesis of these maladministra­ 
tions, Brown has now been governor sufficiently 
long to be held responsible. And even if he somehow 
manages to get those problems squared away, his 
tendency to single-issue preoccupation harbors the 
potential for other areas of crisis.

Carter was smart 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) Under 
the umbrella of his transition team, 
set up last August, candidate Jimmy 
Carter operated one of the most ef­ 
fective strategies for winning over 
strategically placed personalities 
that I’ve seen in a half-dozen 
presidential elections 
This team, preparing for a Carter 
Administration months before it was 
clear then’ would be a Carter Ad­ 
ministration. was assigned a smalt- 
scale budget of $140,000 out of scarce 
campaign funds and sought position 
papers and written advice from 
several thousand influential citizens 
nationwide on what a Carter Ad­ 
ministra tions policies should be 
Now then» is nothing more flatter­ 
ing to a man or woman, however 
prominent, to be asked his views on a 
major national issue by the presiden­ 
tial nominee of a major political 
party. And when that candidate asks 
for a five to eight -page written 
proposai on a matter with which you 
are deeptv concerned, the flattery is 
most compelling 
I know one prominent man. active 
at high levels in a succession of 
Republican and Democratic ad 
ministrations — with a philosophy 
roughly 180 degrees from Mr 
Carter’s — who became a convert 


after being asked to submit his 
thoughts, though he had no assurance 
his advice would be followed This 
man knew, in fact, that the 
overwhelming advice on the subject 
in which he is expert was being 
sought from those with views 
radically different from his own 
The unstated implication, though 
repeatedly denied, was that having 
been asked for advice, the adviser 
would then eventually be considered 
for a top-level position in a Carter 
A d m inistration, assum ing a 
Democratic victory. 
I understand, in fact, that between 
a thousand and two thousand of those 
solicited did in fact submit written 
opinions on subjects like government 
reorganization, business, labor and 
regulatory agency problem s, 
defense, foreign affairs, intelligence 
activities, inflation and unemploy­ 
ment 
Now a few thousand men and 
women are but slightly more than a 
droplet in a national election But 
they can be highly influential all the 
same If carefully chosen from 
among those who hold leadership 
positions in labor and finance, 
religious and minority groups, 
academic and agricultural circles, 
and in other circles where Mr. 


Carter needed votes to secure a vic­ 
tory 
With key men and women of in­ 
fluence being drawn into the circle, 
however obliquely — and however 
small their actual weight in Mr 
Carter’s plans — the word gets 
around And much more effectively 
than through radio. TV. speeches and 
other standard campaign techniques 
W hat’s created is an aura of 
reflected prestige and competence 
gleaned from the reputations of 
those he’s asked for advice and 
counsel. 
There is every indication in the 
weeks since Nov 2 that Mr Carter, 
as president, will use this or similar 
techniques in his attempts to get 
Congress to go along with him in 
carrving out his aims Senators and 
Representatives love, above all, to 
be listened to by anyone, particular­ 
ly a President. 
The Carter transition team was ef­ 
fectively run. as is now well known, 
by young Jack Watson, former 
Georgia government official, Har 
vard law school graduate, born in El 
Paso. Texas, raised in Pine Bluff 
Arkansas, and a team carefully 
selected to include 12 to 14 per cent 
blacks and 38 per cent women, most­ 
ly aged 30 to 40 


Jack Anderson 
Foot-in-mouth diplomacy 


WASHINGTON - Shortly before 
the November elections. Chilean 
Ambassador Manuel Truceo wrote a 
nasty fetter to Jimmy Carter The 
truculent Trucco isn’t expected to 
last long in Washington, therefore, 
after Carter is inaugurated on 
January 20 
Trucco scolded Carter for his 
statements about Chile and implied 
that his ad v isers had been 
brainwashed by Marxists It isn’t 
considered good form, of course, for 
an ambassador to insult the leaders 
of his host government. Ambas­ 
sadors are supposed to be gracious 
and charming and careful what they 
say. 
For diplomacy is as fragile as a 
crystal champagne glass. An ac­ 
complished ambassador can make 
his points with a whispered word, a 
raised eyebrow, a diplomatic trown 
But Trucco, writing with a heavy 
hand, informed Carter that hfs cam­ 
paign statements about Chile were 
“without substantiating evidence but 
in open defiance of historic facts ’’ 
Carter had charged that the 
Republican administration had 
helped to overthrow an elected 
government in Chile and to establish 
a military dictatorship in its place 
He also attacked Chilean prisons. 
Wrote Trucco “The government 
of the United States did not par­ 
ticipate. nor intervene, dear Gover­ 
nor Carter, in the (end of) the 
’legttimatety elected' government " 
The ambassador suggested that 


Carter had swallowed press reports 
“in which passion has obscured the 
truth" and that Carter's advisers had 
been “caught unawares by another 
falsehood ” Trucco implied that 
their information was “based on 
propaganda which representatives of 
the Marxist parties . . . have spread 
around the world ’* 
Re wound up his letter by ottering 
to set Carter and his advisers 
straight “on Latin American affairs, 
especially Chilean affairs “ 
Apparently. Trucco neglected to 
clear his foot-m-mouth diplomacy 
with his superiors in Chile 
Diplomatic sources have told us that 
his letter to Carter enraged the 
(Mean military leaders who have 
been trying to dress up their dic­ 
tatorship lately. 
Trucco was furious when we told 
him we had a copy of his Intemperate 
letter It was a “private, confiden­ 
tial. informal letter.'’ he* fumed in 
which “ I expressed my views 
without safeguards. I say it's 
private Should it be stolen’* There 
should not be two ethical codes " 
Then he hung up the telephone 
wtth a parting insult. 
LAST-MINUTE LOAN - Nine 
days before President Ford turns 
over the government to Jimmy 
Carter, the Ford administration in 
lends to commit the United States to 
a huge. 95 billion foreign loan 
program for underdeveloped lands 
The deal is scheduled to be sealed 
on January 11 at a meeting of the 


International Development Associa­ 
tion in faraway Kuwait. The United 
Stab’s will be represented by Gerald 
Parsky. a tast-talking, young assis­ 
tant treasury secretary 
His critics charge that he has sud­ 
denly become generous with the tax­ 
payers billions as a way of in­ 
gratiating himself with the foreign 
banking community, which has been 
pushing the loan Thus Parsky, upon 
his return to private investment 
hanking, will have manv foreign 
financiers in his debt, the critics 
allege. 
From Kuwait, Parsky vehemently 
denied the charge “Absolutely not," 
he* barked over the trans-Atlantic 
phone He said Carter’s represen­ 
tatives would be consulted and that 
the decision to commit the $5 billion 
was “not final.” 
Yet an outraged House Banking 
Chairman Henry Reuss, D -Wis , has 
written a private protest letter to 
Treasury Secretary William Simon 
about It. Reuss urged that the 
negotiations “ be cancelled and 
rescheduled when the new ad­ 
ministration takes office Only in 
this way can we . . . avoid any inter­ 
national confrontation or embarrass­ 
ment which might ensue if the outgo­ 
ing administration were to make 
commitments with which the new 
administration is not in accord ’’ 
Not to attend the Kuwait meeting. 
Simon told us, would appear to the 
underdeveloped countries to be “an 
act of bad faith ’*

How to stop a nosebleed 


DEAR DR. LAMB - What does 
one do to stop a nosebleed? It ’s very 
dry in our office and I find that I’m 
getting nosebleeds more often, es­ 
pecially in the winter. I know you 
have to apply pressure to the side of 
the nostril and pinch the bridge of the 
nose hard, but do you put your head 
forward or back? I don’t like the 
blood flowing down my throat, so I 
would appreciate it if you could help 
me. Maybe a lot of people would like 
to know the correct way to treat a 
nosebleed 


DEAR READER - It makes a lot 
of difference whether the nosebleed 
is caused from getting hit in the nose 
with a baseball or from a ruptured 
blood vessel from high blood pres­ 
sure. 
F or the gard en v a r ie ty of 
nosebleeds the soft tip of the nose 
should be pinched shut on both sides 
and held that way for 15 to 20 
minutes 
You'll do better sitting up and you 
can lean forward a bit to help pre­ 
vent blood from flowing down your 
throat However, when the tip of the 
nose is closed and the nose fills with 


blood it will flow out the back of the 
nose down the throat regardless of 
how you hold your head. 
And don’t blow your nose for at 
least several hours after it has stop­ 
ped bleeding 
You may need to pack the front of 
the nose with gauze Leave the end of 
the gauze strip sticking out the end of 
the nose so it can be easily removed. 
It does not do any good to pinch the 
bridge of the nose The hard bony 
structure cannot be squeezed down 
to shut off a bleeder. 
If you can’t control the bleeding 
you will need to see a doctor. 
Bleeding from the back of the noae 
sometimes requires a pent nasal 
pack that the doctor will have to put 
in place 
Areas of blood vessels at the sur­ 
face inside the nose that tend to 
bleed repeatedly can sometimes be 
cauterized and hence removed. 
One of the most common causes 
for nosebleeds us a dry lining of the 
nose I suspect that is your problem 
This also leads to “nose picking 
which in turn leads to bleeding A 
good trick for people with a dry nasal 
lining is to lubricate the inside of the 


nose Just take a small cotton swab 
and put a little petroleum jelly mi it. 
Now apply the jelly all over the in­ 
side of the nose Let it stay there a 
while before you blow your nose The 
lubricant will soften the lining and 
prevent drying This procedure done 
every day may solve a dry nose 
problem 
and 
prevent 
recurrent 
nosebleeds. 
Incidentally, bleeding from the 
back of the nose that requires a post 
nasal pack is relatively serious, as­ 
sociated with a four to five per cent 
death rate The pack itself may be 
part of the problem. Drs. Anthony J. 
Gerouiis and William J. Powell of 
the University of Chicago have had 
good success in tying off an artery to 
that area (internal maxillary artery) 
with no deaths or complications in 
more than 29 patients

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Brown's two 
year record 


The convening of the new legislature next week 
will mark the halfway point in Gov. Jerry Brown s 
four year term Perhaps because of the natural 
charisma of youth, and his penchant for an un- 
orthodoxy which at times borders on the absurd. 
Brown has enjoyed an unusually long “honeymoon” 
as governor. 
In the spirit of giving the new governor a chance 
to get organized he has been allowed to parry hard 
questions with questions, shift responsibility to the 
legislature or to subordinates, or to otherwise fault 
the Republican administration in Washington or the 
previous state administration. 
But the days of reckoning have arrived The nim­ 
ble footed shadow boxing will no longer serve. Hav­ 
ing been in power for two years he is now to be held 
accountable for the condition of the state. His 
record has now become indelible. 
Ironically, Brown might have prolonged his for­ 
tuitous image of “popular young governor” were it 
not for his strong personal ambitions. Succumbing 
to those he kicked over the traces Discarding his 
pose as a “non-politician too busy with guber­ 
natorial duties” to participate in the mundane af­ 
fairs of partisan politics, he leaped into the hustings 
in an effort to capture the Democratic presidential 
nomination In the doing he focused attention on his 
conduct as governor. 
And, although interest in Brown as a presidential 
contender has now passed, the spotlight on him as 
governor has grown more intense. Insuring that this 
attention will henceforth be more critical is the fact 
that his highly touted “popularity” has been 
damaged more than somewhat, perhaps 
irretrievably, by his championing of the farm labor 
I Top. 14 issue. If the 5 to 3 defeat of that measure is 
an index of Brown’s personal strength he is already 
a has been 
As the white glare of light shines on the stark 
record his bon hommies and bon mots are revealed 
as coverups for failures and ignorance. For that 
record is largely one of inaction. Despite his seem­ 
ing dedication to work, as attributed to long hours 
of seclusion in his office, things just aren’t getting 
done 
The style that emerges is one of action being 
reaction. Not only did Brown pass the opportunity 
to spell out administration goals for legislative con­ 
sideration, he has failed to provide them for his 
departments. Instead he awaits a crisis and then 
plunges into total concentration to the complete 
obliteration of all other problems 
Aside from the passage of the farm labor legisla­ 
tion, Brown can claim no significant achievements 
during his first two years That was clearly ap­ 
parent when, during his presidential bid, he himself 
put forth as a major accomplishment the enact­ 
ment of a law limiting the amount of water to be 
used in flushing toilets. Even there he was fudging 
since all he did was sign legislation dreamed up by 
others 
So far he has won most of his public approval by 
his stance as a fiscal conservative. Yet, in his two 
years the state budget has increased more than 25 
per cent and state taxes have been raised almost $1 
billion 
As for his ability as an executive, the fact that an 
average of 500 appointive positions have gone un­ 
filled is only one indication of ineptness More 
significant are the messes erupting in prepaid 
health programs, state mental hospitals, highway 
construction programs, and soon to be disclosed 
problems in the motor vehicle department. 
Regardless of the genesis of these maladministra­ 
tions, Brown has now been governor sufficiently 
long to be held responsible. And even if he somehow 
manages to get those problems squared away, his 
tendency to smgle-issue preoccupation harbors the 
potential for other areas of crisis.

Carter was smart 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) Under 
the umbrella of his transition team, 
set up last August, candidate Jimmy 
Carter operated one of the most ef­ 
fective strategies for winning over 
strategically 
placed 
personalities 
that I’ve seen in a half-dozen 
presidential elections 
This team, preparing for a Carter 
Administration months before it was 
clear there would be a Carter Ad­ 
ministration. was assigned a small- 
scale budget of $140.000 out of scarce 
campaign funds and sought position 
papers and written advice from 
several thousand influential citizens 
nationwide on what a Carter Ad­ 
ministration's policies should be. 
Now then* Is nothing more flatter­ 
ing to a man or woman, however 
prominent, to be asked his views on a 
major national issue by the presides 
tial nominee of a major political 
party. And when that candidate asks 
for a five to eight-page written 
proposal on a matter with which you 
are deeply concerned, the flattery is 
most compelling 
1 know one prominent man. active 
at high levels in a succession of 
Republican and Democratic ad 
ministrations — with a philosophy 
roughly 180 degrees from Mr 
Carter’s — who became a convert 


after being asked to submit his 
thoughts, though he had no assurance 
his advice would be followed This 
man knew , in fa c t, th at the 
overwhelming advice on the subject 
in which he is expert was being 
sought from those with views 
radically different from his own 
The unstated implication, though 
repeatedly denied, was that having 
been asked for advice, the adviser 
would then eventually be considered 
tor a top-level position in a Carter 
A d m in istra tio n , a ssu m in g a 
Democratic victory. 
1 understand, in fact, that between 
a thousand and two thousand of those 
solicited did in fact submit written 
opinions on subjects like government 
reorganization, business, labor and 
reg u lato ry agency problem s, 
defense, foreign affairs, intelligence 
activities, inflation and unemploy­ 
ment 
Now a few thousand men and 
women are but slightly more than a 
droplet in a national election But 
they can be highly influential all the 
same it carefully chosen from 
among those who hold leadership 
positions in labor and finance, 
religious and minority groups, 
academic and agricultural circles, 
and in other circles where Mr 


Carter needed votes to secure a vic­ 
tory. 
With key men and women of in­ 
fluence bring drawn into the circle, 
however obliquely — and however 
small their actual weight in Mr 
Carter’s plans — the word gets 
around Anl much more effectively 
than through radio. TV. speeches and 
other standard campaign techniques 
W hat’s created is an aura of 
reflected prestige and competence 
gleaned from the reputations of 
those he’s asked for advice and 
counsel. 
There is every indication in the 
weeks since Nov 2 that Mr, Carter, 
as president, will use this or similar 
techniques in his attempts to get 
Congress to go along with him in 
carrving out his aims. Senators and 
Representatives love, above all, to 
be listened to by anyone, particular­ 
ly a President. 
The Carter transition team was ef­ 
fectively run, as is now well known, 
by young Jack Watson, former 
Georgia government official. Har 
vard law school graduate, born in El 
Paso. Texas, raised in Pine Bluff 
Arkansas, and a team carefully 
selected to include 12 to 14 per cent 
blacks and 38 per cent women, most­ 
ly aged 30 to 40. 


Jack Anderson 
Foot-in-mouth diplomacy 


WASHINGTON - Shortly before 
the November elections. Chilean 
Ambassador Manuel Trucco wrote a 
nasty letter to Jimmy Carter The 
truculent Trucco isn't expected to 
last long In Washington, therefore, 
after C arter is inaugurated on 
January 20 
Trucco scolded Carter for his 
statements about Chile and implied 
th a t bis a d v is e rs had been 
brainwashed by Marxists. It isn’t 
considered good form, of course, for 
an ambassador to insult the leaders 
of his host government. Ambas­ 
sadors are supposed to be gracious 
and charming ami careful what they 
say 
For diplomacy is as fragile as a 
crystal champagne glass. An ac­ 
complished ambassador can make 
his points with a whispered word, a 
raised eyebrow, a diplomatic frown 
But Trucco, writing with a heavy 
hand, informed Carter that his cam­ 
paign statements about Chile were 
“without substantiating evidence but 
in open defiance of historic facts ' 
Carter had charged that the 
Republican adm inistration had 
helped to overthrow an elected 
government in Chile and to establish 
a military dictatorship in its place 
lie also attacked Chilean prisons. 
Wrote Trucco “The government 
of the United States did not par­ 
ticipate. nor intervene, dear Gover­ 
nor Carter, in the (end of) the 
’legitimately elected' government .” 
The ambassador suggested that 


Carter had swallowed press reports 
“in which passion has obscured the 
truth” and that Carter’s advisers had 
been “caught unawares by another 
falsehood ” Trucco Implied that 
their information was “based on 
propaganda which representatives of 
the Marxist parties . . . have spread 
around the world " 
He wound up his letter by ottering 
to set Carter and his advisers 
straight “on Latin American affairs, 
especially Chilean affairs.” 
Apparently. Trucco neglected to 
clear his foot-in-mouth diplomacy 
with 
his su p erio rs in 
Chile 
Diplomatic sources have told us that 
his letter to Carter enraged the 
Chilean military leaders who ^ *ve 
been trying to dress up their dic­ 
tatorship lately. 
Trucco was furious when we told 
him we had a copy of his intemperate 
letter. It was a “private, confiden­ 
tial. informal letter. ’ la* fumed. In 
which “ 1 
expressed my 
views 
without safeguards. I say it’s 
private Should It be stolen? There 
should not be two ethical codes ” 
Then he hung up the telephone, 
with a parting insult. 
LAST-MINUTE LOAN - Nine

Carter, the Ford administration in­ 
tends to commit the United States to 
a huge. $5 billion foreign loan 
program for underdeveloped lands, 
The deal is scheduled to be seated

The United 
States will be represented by Gerald 
Parsky, a tast-talking, young assis­ 
tant treasury secretary 
His critics charge that he has sud­

Reuss urged that the 
negotiations “ be cancelled and 
rescheduled when the new ad­ 
ministration lakes office Only in 
this way can we . . . avoid any inter­ 
national confrontation or embarrass­ 
ment which might ensue if the outgo­ 
ing administration were to make 
commitments with which the new 
administration is not in accord ” 
Not to attend the Kuwait meeting. 
Simon told us. would appear to the 
underdeveloped countries to be “an 
act of bad tailh "

How to stop a nosebleed 


DEAR DR. LAMB - What does 
one do to stop a nosebleed? It’s very 
dry in our office and I find that I ’m 
getting nosebleeds more often, es­ 
pecially in the winter. I know you 
have to apply pressure to the side of 
the nostril and pinch the bridge of the 
nose hard, but do you put your head 
forward or back? I don’t like the 
blood flowing down my throat, so I 
would appreciate it if you could help 
me. Maybe a lot of people would Uke 
to know the correct way to treat a 
nosebleed. 


DEAR READER - It makes a lot 
of difference whether the nosebleed 
is caused from getting hit in the nose 
with a baseball or from a ruptured 
blood vessel from high blood pres­ 
sure. 
For the garden variety of 
nosebleeds the soft tip of the nose 
should be pinched shut on both sides 
and held that way for 15 to 20 
minutes 
You'll do better sitting up and you 
can lean forward a bit to help pre­ 
vent blood from flowing down your 
throat. However, when the tip of the 
nose is closed ami the nose fills with 


blood it will flow out the back of the 
nose down the throat regardless of 
how you hold your head. 
And don't blow your nose for at 
least several hours after it has stop­ 
ped bleeding 
You may need to pack the front of 
the nose with gauze. Leave the end erf 
the gauze strip sticking out the end of 
the nose so it can be easily removed 
It does not do any good to pinch the 
bridge of the nose The hard bony 
structure cannot be squeezed down 
to shut off a bleeder. 
If you can’t control the bleeding 
you will need to see a doctor 
Bleeding from the back of the nose 
sometimes requires a post nasal 
pack that the doctor will have to put 
in place. 
Areas of blood vessels at the sur­ 
face inside the nose that tend to 
bleed repeatedly can sometimes be 
cauterized and hence removed. 
One of the most common causes 
for nosebleeds is a dry lining of the 
nose I suspect that is your problem 
This also leads to “ nose picking 
which in turn leads to bleeding A 
good trick for people with a dry nasal 
lining is to lubricate the inside of the 


nose. Just take a small cotton swab 
and put a little petroleum jelly on it. 
Now apply the Jelly all over the in­ 
side of the nose Let it stay there a 
while betore you blow your nose The 
lubricant will soften the lining and 
prevent drying This procedure dune 
every day may solve a dry nose 
problem and prevent recurrent 
nosebleeds 
Incidentally, bleeding from the 
back of the nose that requires a post 
nasal pack is relatively serious, as­ 
sociated with a four to five per cent 
death rate The pack itself may be 
part of the problem. Drs. Anthony J. 
Geroulis and William J. Powell of 
the University of Chicago have had 
good success in tying off an artery to 
that area (internal maxillary artery) 
with no deaths or complications in 
more than 29 patients
